aGPUBLICAN. HOPES OF CARRYING I? 


Seem to Be Based Only on Politi- 
clans’ Wishes. 


GOVERNOR JONES'S MAJORITY 15,000, 


The Talk of a Rival Legislature Completely 
Disposed of by the Governor—That Body 
Win Be Reliably Democratic.

Montgomery, Ala., August 4.—(Special.) 
When The Constitution’s correspondent 
called on Governor Jones this afternoon, 
to request his views over his own signa- 
ture concerning his election and the prob- 
able effect of the result of the heated cam- 
paign on the presidential contest in Ala- 
bama, he was warmly received by the 
chief executive who wears the honor of 
his recent victory with becoming dignity. 


Governor Jones was in good spirits and 


steadiness to comply with the 


gards as one of the best edited, most 
widely circulated and most entertaining 


of southern newspapers. 
I asked him to give first a statement of 


the campaign, its result, and the effect of 
this campaign on the election in Novem- 
ber; and then his views upon the much- 
talked-of probability of a dual legislature. 
The governor’s response is the following 
letter to The Constitution, 


State of Alabama, Executive Office, 
Montgomery, Ala., August 4.— The Con- 
stitution, Atlanta, Ga.: I do not see how 
it is possible to cut my majority down un- 
der 15,000, and I believe it will exceed 
that. This majority represents a white 
majority, for it is idle for any one to de- 
ny that Captain Kolb through the state 
received a majority of the black vote. With 
few exceptions, every republican politician 
of any note in Alabama gave Kolb secret 
support in the beginning and towards the 
close of the campaign threw off their 
masks and gave open aid. Chairman Mose- 
ley, who pretended in the beginning that he 
was neutral, in the last days of the can- 
vans issued a cireniar stating that the 
plank in our platform in favor of virtue 
und intelligence controlling the government 
was intended to disfranchise negroes and 
poor whites, and that if the regular ticket 
was elected they would be reduced to a con- 
dition little less preferable to slavery. The 
regular ticket was fought by the repub- 
lican party, the third party, the independ- 
ents and by many alliance democrats, who 
thought that in some way Captain Kolb 
represented their demands or principles, 


Tho contest was exceedingly bitter and 
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the leading opponents of the regular tick- 


et used nearly every weapon or argument 
possible to‘inflame prejudice and passion 
between classes and races and sections of 
the state to compass our overthrow. Though

all things considered, it is a splendid 
Triemph for Organized Democracy.

Third. Every officer in the state, from 
governor down to justice of the peace in 
each beat, was elected last Monday. There 


were probably 5,000 candidates for the va- 


rious offices. The Kolb men generally 
off any of the other 
offices for a vote for him, while 
the supporters of the regular 
ticket, believing it would receive a large 
and assured majority, often swapped it off 
for votes for local and county offices. The 
regular ticket lost over ten thousand votes 
from this one cause in the sixty-six counties. 
Tallapoosa and Limestone counties were 


conspicuous instances of this. The regular 


county ticket in the former was beaten only 
a hundred or so votes, while the state ticket 
was defeated by over two thousand major- 
ity. The same thing occurred in Limestone, 
where the bulk of the regular organized 
democratic county ticket was elected, and 
yet the state ticket was beaten about fifteen 
hundred votes. Trading alone ef- 
fected this result, for the county 
offices, especially the probate judgeships, are 
generally very valuable and the temptation 
is strong to sacrifice the state ticket, es- 
pecially when it is believed it will not be 
harmed. All this trouble will be removed 
in the presidential election. There will be 
5,000 leas persons interested in swapping 
then than there were in August. 

Fourth. We have a majority of 

Democrats from Principle 

in Alabama. They will ail be called on 
in November to choose betwren a demc erat- 
ic, a republican and a third party eiectoral 
ticket. ‘There will be no way to confuse 
them on this point as was done by Captain 
Kolb, who claimed in our late contest to be 
a better Gemocrat even than I was. There 
are hundreds and hundreds of democrats 
who voted for Kolb last Monday who would 
not have done so if they had known or be- 
lieved that Moseley, the republican chair- 
man, was taking such a lively interest and 
part in his campaign. The best preof of 
this feeling is the fact that Moseley, who 
knows a good deal, dared not openly aid 
Kolb until it was too late to find it out and 
prove it on him before election day. In 
the November election we will have no plank 
about “virtue and intelligence,” with which 
the fears of the ignorant can be played on, 
as was the case in our state election. Mis- 
representation of that plank, commonly 
known as the thirteenth plank, lost us at 
least 15,000 votes in the state contest. 

Further than this our people are bent on 
resisting by all constitutional means, the 
force bill, the very threat of which retards 
our prosperity more than dread of a 
pestilence; and they feel the grinding in- 
equalities, und burdens of the McKinley 
bill. They know that a third party ticket, 
even if successful, would only result, prac- 
tically, in beating down our defenses against 
both these assaults upon our very autonomy 
as a people, and our whole material and 
industrial prosperity. For that reason, 
few of our people will vote for a third 
party, whatever may be their ideas about 
its financial theories. For the same rea- 
sons, nine-tenths of the men who have 
heretofore voted with us will be bitterly 
opposed to the republican ticket. A third 
party ticket might draw from the republican 
ticket some men who would otherwise 
vote for it. With our natural majority of 
democrats, the ‘third party will not harm 
us. We are 

Sure to Beat the Republican 
electoral ticket whether it runs a fusion 
or a straightout ticket. Every issue with 
us fades away in the face of the force bill 
and the tariff issue; and many of the demo- 
crats who have been prejudiced against 
Mr. Cleveland because his views on silver 
have been misrepresented to them, and who 
threatened to vote against him, will change 
their minds because of other more far- 
reaching issues, and as many more will 
change when Mr. Cleveland’s true attitude 
on the silver question is made clear to 
them by the press, and by the discussions 
on the stump. Alabama will go for Cleve- 
land by 50,000 majority, no matter how 
many electoral tickets are run, 
and no matter how much money 
the republican committee sees 
fit to pour into Alabama. Indeed, most of 
the labored efforts now being made to 
prove Alabama an uncertain state are the 
work of politicians who hope thus to induce 
aid from the republican national executive 
committee in the November election, that 
they may have the handling of it. The 
democrats in Alabama hope that the com- 
mittee will spend some of their money here, 
for it will draw off that much of their re- 
sources from points where it might do more 
harm. 
As to Rival Legislatares. 


There cannot be any difficulty about the 
organization of the legislature. Our laws 
provide an easy and certain mode of ascer- 
taining who constitute the members. The 
judge of probate, clerk and sheriff in each 
county constitute a board of supervisors, 
who make a correct statement from the re- 
turns of the votes from the several pre 
einets of the number of votes cast for each 
officer, including members of the house, 
and file certificates of the result with the 
prolate judge and also forward as soon as 
they ascertain the result, a like statement 
to the secretary of state, who gives the 
member-elect a certificate accordingly. The 
same supervisors make similar returns to 
the secretary of state of the result as to 
senators and the governors, the secretary of 
state and attorney general open and count 
the vote as returned and the governor is re 
quired to issue a proclamat¥n as to the 
persons elected, and they also receive cer- 
tificates of election from the secretary of 
state. The persons so certified by him in 
accordance with the returns constitute, with 
the holdover senators, the persons who are 
entitled to participate in the organization of 
the two houses, and they are the only tri 
bunals to settle the matter. Under our 
constitution the president of the senate and 
speaker of the house hold over until their 
successors are qualified, and they organize. 
their respective houses. Our constitution 
is very explicit that the legislature

Captain Kolb politically and a majority 
in neither house would attempt to go into 
organization with me claiming to be elect- 
ed but not having been so declared. If 
the members of either house should at- 
tempt to set up with others a rival legisla- 
ture the sergeant-at- arms of the rightful 
legislature at the capitol 
Would Easily Compel the Presence 


of the absentees and their house would 
deal with them by expulsion or other pro- 
cedure. 3 

The provision of the constitution about 
the meeting place was put there to meet the 
very case of rival legislature set up by men 
claiming to be elected but not having prop- 
er certificates. In conjunction with other 
members, who were elected, George E. 
Spencer, in carpet-bag days, organized a 
rival legislature in the old United States 
courtroom to elect himself United States 
senator, and Grant even declined to inter- 
fere, but suggested a plan of reorganiza- 
tion, to which the democrats of the capitol 
agreed as they were not recognized as the 
rightfui legislature by either the governor 
or the supreme court. The spectacle of 
rival legislatures was very humiliating to 
the people and did vast harm to Alabama; 
and the framers of the constitution deter- 
mined to prevent its occurrence in the fu- 
ture. 

The governor’s term expires on December 
Ist, and the legislature must meet on Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November. 
It is scarcely necessary to say in view of 
our constitution that no governor could 
recognize a body claiming to be the legis- 
lature which convened elsewhere than at 
the capitol or which was organized by a 
majority without certificate of election 
from the proper officers. I have heard of 
no complaints, even of any county election, 
so far as concerns members of the legisla- 
ture, and know of none who claim to be 
elected who will not receive certificates of 
election. I cannot conceive it possible, 
therefore, that there will be any attempt to 
organize two legislatures. I only mention 
the matter because you ask me and with 
the hope that by showing the impractica- 
bility, the absurdity of such a proceeding 
and the 

Lack of Reasonable Pretext for It. 
that the apprehension of such a thing will 
disappear. The very agitation of it has 
done harm to Alabama. We Alabamians, 
in a heated and bitter contest, often say 
things which we ought not; but, after all, 
most of us desire the prosperity and wel- 
fare of the state, and are law-abiding. I 
don’t think it possible to find ten men in 
the whole general assembly elect who would 
dream of emulating the carpet baggers, 
whom Spencer induced to. set up & seceding 
legislature. If, however, such a thing 
could happen, the conditions are so different 
now that the rightful authorities of the 
state would have no trouble in promptly 
compelling obedience to the law, and doing 
so speedily. THOMAS G. JONES.

Montgomery, Ala., August 4.—To The 
Constitution: The situation in Alabama is 
unchanged from former reports. Governor 
Jones has a majority in the neighborhood 
of 20,000 In all the counties carried by 
Jones, he had, practically, the solid white 
vote and a large colored vote. In most 
counties carried by Kolb, he had all the 
colored votes, while Jones divided more 
than equally with him the white votes. The 
legislature is more than two-thirds, in 
both branches, straight democratic. All 
counties heard from. The official count 
will be made Saturday, and no material 
change is probable. Jones carried nearly 
every large county. His total is thirty-four 
and Kolb's is thirty-two.

Mobile, Ala., August 4.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Jones’s majority will not be less than 
20,000 and may reach 30,000 votes. Two- 
thirds of the legislature will be in sympa- 
thy with him. The vote will be officially 
canvassed on Saturday next. Until then 
the figures can only be approximated. In 
the remote districts of the state Kolb’s ma- 
jorities are manifestly exaggerated. Re 
ports have been sent out that he has re- 
ecived majorities aggregating over 95 per 
cent of the total vote at any previous elec- 
tion in each of the following counties: Chil- 
ton, Fayette, Lawrence, Limestone, St. Clair 
and Tallapoosa. The majority for either 
candidate is in no case 10 per cent of the 
votes of former elections. Kolb is crying 
fraud and threatening to contest the elec- 
tion only to cover up his tracks and with 
the view, if possible, of carrying the white 
vote cast for him on Monday into the ranks 
of the third party or of delivering it bodily 
to the republicans at the national election.

A Workingman Has Some Rights on the 
Highways in England. 

London, August 4.—Lord Chief Justice 
Coleridge delivered a judgment today re- 
garding the right of way in an action in 
which the plaintiff, a workingman, sued the 
duke of Rutland because the latter’s game 
keepers stopped traffic on the highway while 
they were driving grouse. His lordship 
said that the days of high-handed interfer- 
ence with the rights of the people ‘had 
passed and that if the duke could not con- 
duct his shooting without meddling with the 
right of the public to use the highway he 
must select other places to hold his bat- 
tues. The evidence given during the trial 
of the suit showed that the game keepers 
knocked the plaintiff down on the highway 
and that when the plaintiff complained of 
this treatment to the duke's son, Lord Ed- 
ward ‘Manners, the latter replied: “Go to 
the devil. If you are shot your. life will 
be on your own head.“ 

This, the lord chief justice said, could 
— be tolerated from any person, a duke or 
other.

THE WORLD'S FAIR PEOPLE ACCEP? 


The Agreement Reached in the 
House Caucus. 


CUTTING DOWN TO $2,500,000 


The Appropriation for the Fair—The Wat- 
son Investigation Committee—Sena- 
tor Colquitt’s Condition. 


Washington, August 4.—(Special.)—The 
deadlock is broken and every indication 
points to adjournment not later than Sat- 
urday. Adjournment tomorrow night is 
possible, though it is more probable to 
come on Saturday. 

The action of the democratic caucus 
yesterday afternoon solved the deadlock 
problem. At that meeting, it was agreed 
that the world’s fair amendment should 
be eliminated from the sundry civil bill, 
that that bill be passed and a separate 
bill appropriating $2,500,000 as a gift to 
the world’s fair be voted upon by the 
‘house without filibustering. This agree- 
ment was carried out in the house this 
morning. 

The house first reconsidered the vote 
adopting the senate amendment appropri- 
ating $5,000,000 for the world’s fair and 
then sent the bill back to a conference of 
the two houses. Immediately thereafter 
a resolution intreduced by Mr. Reilly, of 
Pennsylvania, providing for the immedi- 
ate consideration of the bill appropriating 
$2,500,000 for the world’s fair and for a 
vote upon its adoption not later than 1 
o’clock tomorrow was passed through the 
house by a two-thirds majority. 

Mr. Bailey, of Texas, attempted to fill- 
buster, but he had no following, and at 1 
o'clock the house commenced the con- 
sideration of the bill. It was debated the 
balance of the day. A number of amend- 
ments of every character and description 
were offered, but not one was adopted. 
At 1 o’clock tomorrow the final vote will 
be taken and the chances are that the bill 
will pass the house. It will be sent im- 
mediately to the senate and adopted by 
that body without debate. In the mean- 
time the conference committee 
of the two houses will have 
agreed upon the sundry civil 
bill.and it will take but a few minutes for 
the report to be agreed to by the two 
houses. When that is done the two 


be rushed through for not later than Sat- 
urday. 
The President Will Remain. __. 

President Harrison has been anxious to 
leave Washington for a week to join his 
wife who is ill at Loon Lake. He had 
expected to leave tonight, but at the sug- 
gestion of Speaker Crisp will remain until 
adjournment. Should he leave Washing- 
ton congress could not adjourn until his 
return. Speaker Crisp called at the white 
house today and expressed the opinion 
that if he remained congress would cer- 
tainly adjourn Saturday afternoon. 

The presigent said he had wired Mrs. 
Harrison each day that he would join her 
soon and was anxious to go; but if the 
prospects, were favorable for adjournment 
tomorrow, or Saturday, he would prefer 
to remain rather than be compelled to 
return early next week. 

Speaker Crisp said tonight adjournment 
was possible tomorrow and he had no 
doubt whatever of its being delayed 
longer than Saturday. He will therefore 
be able to be present at the state conven- 
tion in Atlanta next Wednesday. 

Senator Colquitt’s Condition. 

Senator Colquitt’s condition is some- 
what improved, and his family now expect 
to remove him to his home in Georgia next 
Wednesday. He is still unable to use his 
right arm, but the paralysis in Ms leg has 
almost entirely disappeared. His physi- 
cians regard his improvement as radical 
and steady.

I believed With the dem- 
ocratic party in the north, that with our arms 
triumphant, a perfect restoration of the 
union was to be wrought out, not in a spirit 
of hate, but in the loftiest spirit of patriotism, 
—that sublime patrioism which inspired the 
words, With malice toward none, with char- 
ity for all, with 3 in the right as 
God gives us to see right. 

With some of the states of this union the 
period of reconstruction was but another name 
for misrule; for political ostracism of the 
white race; for the robbery of a people al- 
ready impoverished by war; for outrage upon 
the rights of property and of the people—so 
monstrous as now almost to challenge belief. 
In a word all that was loathsome, and all that 
was offensive, in that which by misnomer was 
called government in many of the southern 
states, can be summed up in one word, ‘Kecon- 
struction.”’

Politicians Are Plotting Against the Post- 
master— While Disease Is Apt to 
Carry Him Off Shortly. 


Augusta, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)— 
There are talk and rumors around and 
about the postoffice and they say several 
republican politicians are after Postmaster 
Denning’s office. Whether the politicians 
want to oust him or are contented to wait 
for his shoes is not quite clear. Rumors 
are circulated, as a consequence, of the 
dangerous and prolonged illness of Post- 
master Denning, who is seriously troubled 
with spinal affection. It is known he is 
very sick and cannot recover from the 
disease which has fastened upon him. His 
increasing helplessness has evidently per- 
suaded some of his political brethren that 
he cannot last long, and it is said some are 
working on the quiet to succeed him. 

Both the white and the colored repub- 
licans would be gratified to get office, 
and while no efforts have been heard from 
on Assistant Postmaster Stallings’s part, 
it is thought in case Captain Denning re- 
signs, or dropped out, Ed Stallings would 
stand about the best chance of getting 
the office. He has made a careful, cour- 
teous and energetic officer during Post- 
master Denning’s long illness and has ad- 
ministered affairs as chief of the postal 
service in Augusta to the satisfaction of 
the people. 

If a colored man should be appointed, 
Judson W. Lyons is thought to stand the 
best chance and his name has been men- 
tioned with others in this connection. He 
is well thought of by white and colored 
people, and is a capable and prominent 
leader of his people, but it is hardly 
thought that a colored man will get the 
office at this juncture. 

Several politicians of the G. O. P. are 
safd to be working on the quiet for the 
place and they are evidently undecided 
whether to apply at once or wait for the 
postmaster’s shoes.

Inquest Over u Convict’s Body. 

Coroner Clark was engaged all today in 
holding an inquest over the body of 
Claude Gant, a negro convict on the coun- 
ty chaingang, who died suddenly yester- 
day. The father of the deceased demand- 
ed the inquisition as he claimed that 
Claude had been cruelly treated and died 
from the effects of severe whippings as 
there were severe bruises and cuts on his 
back. Tuesday afternoon Mr. L. F. Sego, 
the guard working the gang on the county 
roads, whipped Gant for disobedience. Mr. 
Sego admitted striking Gant fifteen licks 
with a strap. Two hours after the negro 
received the flogging he fell in the road 
prostrated by heat and died yesterday 
morning. 

Dr. Eve, who examined Gant testified 
that the whipping did not cause death, 
but may have weakened the negro. 
One witness swore that Gant complained 
several days ago of being cruelly treated 
by the guards and the deceased’s father 
says his son two weeks ago showed him 
his arms which were covered with welts 
from whipping. 

The jury’s verdict was that the negro 
died from sunstroke, and exonerated Mr. 
Sego from the charge of having cruelly 
whipped Gant. 

Negroes out in the country round about 
the convict camp were very much ex- 
cited and things looked so threatening at 
one time that Coroner Clark concluded it 
was best to avert the excitement and trou- 
ble by coming to the city to hold the 
inquisition.

AND SOME ARE RETURNING TO WORK. 


The Mill Will Start Up Next Monday. 
The Men Arrested on Wednesday 
Out on Bail. 


Homestead, Pa., August 4—An Amal- 
gamated man and locked-out worker, who 
was one of a company who went to Du- 
quesne last evening to investigate the truth 
of the reported break, returned this morn- 
ing. To an Associated Press reporter he 
said: 

„There is no use disguising the fact that 
the men there are all ready to go back. In 


fact the poorer paid are scrambling to get 


the positions of fifty or sixty men who will 
be victims. The inill is not to start until 
Monday, but a hundred applications have 
been made already. Last evening I saw 

men who had joined the Amalgamated 
Association on Wednesday night walk up 
and enter tlie millyard. They went to the 
company’s office and entered their names 
for positions. I tried to argue with one, 
but he replied that he had to protect him- 
self and as others were flocking in he would 
not lose his job.” 

Superintendent Potter returned to the 
mill this morning. He said that if the men 
had thought to cripple the operation of the 
mill in any way by arrests they were mis- 
taken, for there was no interruption. Cap- 
tain Haines, of the Pinkertons, who was 
taken to Pittsburg, is in a serious condition 
and will probably die. 

Attacked the Non-Union Men. 

Duquesne, Pa., August 4.—This morning 
a mob of 300, from Homestead, attacked a 
party of sixty non-union men as they were 
entering the steel works to make repairs. 

The mob was armel with clubs and stones 
and in the fight the foreman of the mills, 
Mr. Stagle, and another workman were 
seriously injured and a dozen others were 
more or less hurt. The Sixteenth regiment 
has arrived on the ground .and no more 
trouble is apprehended. Two companies 
will remain to guard the works. It is 
stated that all but fifty of the old men will 
return to work. 

Released on Ball. 

Pittsburg, August 4.—Hearings on the 
application for the release on bail of Dovey, 
McConnell, Corey and Superintendent 
Potter, of the Carnegie Steel Company, 
was held before Judge Ewing this morn- 
ing. The plaintiffs’ attorney said: 

“After a careful examination of the facts 
in this case, I have come to the conclusion, 
after) consultation with private coungel, 
that there will be 20 objection to the de- 
fendants being released on Dail.“ 

Judge Ewing then admitted them to bail 
in $10,000 each. This disposes of all the 
defendants except the Pinkertons, none of 
whom had been arrested up to noon. 

The unfavorable remarks of Judge Ewing 
last night had no such depressing effect 
upon the strikers as would cause any weak- 
ening. Today not a single application for 
a position was sent in by the old employes 
and the leaders claim that there are others 
‘to take their places and maintain an un- 
broken front, even if they should go away. 

At the same time the arrests have not 
frightened the non-union men in the works 
at all; at least none came out this morning. 


THE FARIBAULT SCHOOL MATTER. 


Archbishop Corrigan Makes Public His Let- 


ter to the Pope. 


New York, August 4.—Archbishop Cor- 
rigan was interviewed today in reference 
to the dispatch from Rome, which gave 
the views of a person high in authority at 
the vatican upon the correspondence which 
assed between the archbishop and pope 
relation to the Faribault school matter 
and its recent treatment by the vatican. 
The statement made at Rome by the per- 
gon referred to commented upon the action 
of Archbishop Corrigan and declared that 
he had made an effort “to establish the 
inexactness of one of the statements of 
the pope in his recent letter to the bishop 
of the province of New York.”

New York, June 15, 1892.—Most Holy 
Father: The apostolic letter which your holi- 
ness deigned to write us, pastor of the 
ecclesiastical province of New York, has been 
ly received and most willingly accepted.

Dishop of St. Paul, we return your holiness 
our best thanks. With all our strength we 
always endeavor to remove dissensions amongst 
pastors and to keep inviolate the bonds of 
charity amongst all for the promotion of the 
spiritual welfare. of the faithful, and to foster 
and increase the union with the apostolic see.

A Five-Cent Capitalist. 

A writer in The Boston Advertiser tells 
the story of a five-cent capitalist in the 
town of Plymouth. 

This small capitalist was a widow. She 


who were 
dependent upon her.” One day there was 
not a cent of money in the family, when 
the boy came in with a nickel which 
had been paid him fof some small service. 

The widow invested the nickel in pop- 
corn, and with some molasses found in 
the bottom of her jug she made fifteen 
popcorn balls. The boy started out and 
sold these for 15 cents. With her 
little capital trebled in an hour, the widow 
bought more popcorn, and it was quickly 
peddled out at a good profit. The fam- 
ily went to work in earnest, and after 
awhile they had a little stand, then a lit- 
tle shop, and at the end of fourteen 
years, they had paid off the mortgage and 
had money in bank, 

This shows what can be done with a 
nickel, says the Boston writer. 

We have our doubts about it. A five 
cent capitalist may be able to get along 
in the town of Plymouth, but in Atlanta 
the conditions are different. 

Suppose the widow and her little family 
with their mortgaged cottage start in bus- 
iness in this city. In the course of a 
few days the boy is arrested for peddling 
without a license, and the poor woman’s 
profits are gobbled up to pay the fine. 

Then the people in the cottage find out 
the real meaning of poverty. Having 
once appeared in the police court, the 
boy is arrested again as a “suspect” or 
for “loitering.” He is sent to the stockade 
for a short term, and when he comes out 
he is soon picked up for vagrancy, and 
given a six-months’ sentence. In the 
meantime, the widow has been unable 
to pay her water rent, and her uncon- 
scious violation of a sanitary law makes 
it necessary for her to pay a fine of $10. 

To borrow even this small sum strains 
her credit, and when she is called on to 
pay several hundred dollars for the new 
paying put down around her house by 
the city, the little cottage has to go at 
a forced sale, and the proceeds are eaten 
up by the mortgage and the tax. 

The widow and her daughter are sent 
to the poorhouse. The boy is released 
after serving his term for vagrancy, and 
makes a desperate effort to obtain work. 
Of course, such a suspicious character is 
speedily arrested on some charge. This 
time he is acquitted, but as the newspa- 
per report of the matter stated that the 
city detectives had five more cases against 
him, it is not likely that he escaped. 

It is possible for an honest family to 
go through all these hard experiences in 
a city where hard laws are rigidly exe- 
cuted. Perhaps if all the circumstances 
were known relief would be freely offered, 
but many cases of hardship occur in 
which the circumstances are not known 
to the public. 

Upon the whole, we do not think that 
the outlook for a five-cent capitalist is 
very encouraging, in a city where peo- 
ple are taxed for trying to earn a living, 
and punished for not trying. Undoubted- 
ly, progress comes high, and the poor find 
it inconvenient and expensive. But is 
there no remedy? Perhaps not. It may 
be that nobody is to blame. The law, 
if will be said, cannot provide for every 
ease of misfortune. Nor can it be said 
that Atlanta is the only city where poor 
people find so many difficulties in their 
pathway. There are other cities where 
similar conditions prevail. 


A Word to Alabama Democrats. 

The contest in Alabama is now over. 
The regular democrats have won. They 
have had their way; they have carried 
their point. Their opponents have en 
defeated. This being the case, wha? is 
the next thing to be done? This is a ques 
tion that opens up a very interesting sub- 
ject of discussion. 

In view of all the circumstances, what 
ought to be the democratic policy? It is 
admitted on all hands that the contest 
which has just closed was a faction fight 
among democrats.

Ag The Courier-Journal justly says, 
those gentleman in the house who are 80 
strenuously endeavoring to make a record 
for. economy by cutting off or cutting 
down the proposed appropriation to the 
world’s fair should have begun to make 
up that record earlier in the session.

SHE THINKS NOTHING OF HER CASE. 


But Thinks Only of Her Suffering Little 
One—Her Trial Will Come Up 
This Afternoon. 


Fretful, feverish and crying Julia Olive’s 
babe lay on ita rude cot in its mothzr’s cell 
last night, its little body writhing in pain. 
The little hands were tightly clenched, and 
the infant waved them about in its agony. 
The delicate, little pinched baby jace was 
draw with pain, and the child’s weak voice 
cried out incessantly. 

Bending over the fretful babe and trying 
in vain to hush its cries and ease its sut- 
fering was its frail mother, her face a pic 
ture of distress, and a look of deep anxiety 
playing across her wan features. 

Yesterday about oon there was a change 
for the worse in the babe’s condition. The 
day before there had been a noticeable im- 
provement and its mother thought it wai 
getting well. The little fellow began to coo 
at its mother, and to show every sign of 
getting better. Yesterday morning its eyes 
were brighter than they had been, but be- 
fore noon the infant became restless and 
began crying. The sudden change worried 
the mother greatly and she was at a loss 
to know what to do. The babe rapidly grew 
worse and kept up a continual crying. The 
mother could do nothing to soothe it, try as 
she would. 

The foul air of the prison had dene its 

work, and disease had seized strorg hold 
upon the little one. 
Night brought no relief; the babe still 
suffered. A dim light was kept burning 
all night in the cell, by which the mother 
watched her babe. 

She found little time to “ay 4 nursi 
the sick and restless babe. er haggar 
face looked deathlike in its pallor, its wan- 
ness, and its sadness as she bent over her 
child, anxious to do all she could for its re 
lief. Many times her thin, bloodless lips 
moved in rayer for its safety. 
It was all she had on earth. With it dead 
her wretched life would be purposeless, in- 
deed. No mother ever watched her babe 
more carefully. She scanned its face ea- 
gerly for some change, but none for the bet- 
ter came. Now and then the kindly and 
sympathetic jailer would come to the door 
to inquire for the child’s condition. They 
are all deeply in sympathy with this hel 
less and distressed woman, and her little 
sick one, and have done everything that is 
iz. their power tou help them. 

Today Mrs. Olive’s trial will come up 
if the infant is able to be carried. It look- 
ed last night as if the mother could not 
leave the little sufferer today. She mani- 
fests little interest in her trial, and doesn’t 
veem to care either way what falls to her 
lot. Listless and indifferent to all things 
save her child, she sits in her cell all day, 
devoting her whole attention to the little in- 


fant. 

Her troubles have come all at once. De- 
serted by her husband, driven to a desper- 
ate revenge, cast into jail, and to make it 
all worse her delicate little babe is taken 
sick, and is seriously threatened with death. 
Few sadder tragedies have ever been writ- 


ten. 

Great interest is felt by the public in the 
outcome of the preliminary investigation 
in Mrs. Olive’s case. All along the public has 
been in sympathy with the little woman, 
and unanimously declares that she should at 
least be set free until her babe gets Well. 
The atmosphere of a jail is 
not such as to promote the 
health of a tender infant, and it 
is simply murder to keep the little one Jock- 
ed up in the illy ventilated rooms, fit onl 
for murderers and „„ Cnn. t 
takes the flush of health strong men, 
does confinement in this gruesome place, 
and it means death to babes. 

All overgthe state where accounts of Mrs. 
Olive’s incarceration have beea read in- 
terest and sympathy for her have been 
created. The ladies particalacly are de . 
ly interested in the trial, end are all in 
favor of the liberation of Mrs. Olive. Many 
Atlanta ladies have sent ner fruits end 
flowers and given her more substantial aid.

Olive ought at least to be allowed t: make

A letter was rec2ived yesterday by Mr. 

Edmundson, 
of LaGrange, one of ‘Troup county's most 
influential and wealthy citizens, asking 
about the case and stating his willingness 
to sign a bond of any amount for her. Mr. 
Edmundson asked that he be wired if bail 
would be allowed and he would come up 
and sign a bond. : 

It was a matter of surprise to the public 
that Mrs. Olive’s attorneys did not for 
bail for her Wednesday when the case was 
before Justice Orr. If bond had been ask- 
ed for Judge Orr would, no doubt, have fix- 
ed it at a small figure, but no matter what 
the amount there are plenty of good citizens 
in Atlanta who would have put 
their names to it. 

No one fears that the weak, frail woman, 
with her child almost dying in her arms, 
would try to leave. In the face cf this 
it seems an act of cruelty to keep her hous- 
ed up with criminals where her babe is 
liable to contract fatal diseases. 

Several gentlemen have volunteered to as- 
sist in defraying the expenses of the attor- 
neys for Mrs. Olive.

THE CHICAGO MARKET 


Features of the Speculative Movement ia 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 4—The broadest and strongest 
trading for many weeks was witnessed today on the 
board of trade. Corn and oate were excited, crop 
news developing a genuine scare. Wheat went up ia 
sympathy, closing Xe higher than last night. Corn 
gained Ie, oats Ide and pork 20c.

A neavy business was transacted in oats, and the ad- 
vancing tendency so conspicuous yesterday was con- 
tinued. The cause for the activity was liberal local 
and outside buying, parties who handle large quanti- 
ties being heavy buyers. Their purchases were based 
on the continued unfavorable tone of the crop reports 
which, are coming in from this state, Iowa and all sur- 
plus oats states, The threshing returns are disap- 
pointing. Offerings were not large, and the demand 
so good that prices were kept on an upward course 
during a greater part of the day. 

In wheat a Ormer feeling was established. It was 
fairly active early, and then dullness was followed by 
activity. 

The situation in provisions is a surprise to many 
who regarded the advance which started in a few weeks 
ago as a temporary affair. The shipment of meats, 
reduction of stocks and the decrease in the movement 
of hogs all continue beyond expectations. In addition 
to these influences the market had help today from 
very decided buying Dythe shorts and additional buy- 
ing by big holders wht were bulling the market, and 
from the grain markets, which were excited and higher.

CHICAGO, August 4.—The markets this 
morning early seemed to be stronger than the 
news. This is hard to account for unless 
it was a little increase in speculation. The 
opening price for wheat was about 3-8 of a 
cent above yesterday. Cables were steady 
but with a firmer feeling. Reports from 
wheat threshing are somewhat bullish, being 
below previous calculations regarding both 
the yield and quality. The market remained 
very dull the greater portion of the day. ‘The 
large estimated local receipts for tomorrow 
and liberal selling by several commission 
houses, made a very weak feeling for a time 
just before the news of the heavy clearances 
of wheat and flour came in. These clearances 
from the four Atlantic ports amounted to 
1,200,000 bushels, the largest single day's 
clearances for months. This had a tendency 
to strengthen prices. From that time to the 
close the market assumed a very different 
feeling, the buying became general and most 
of the early shorts were obliged to come in. 
The closing was quite firm. 

Corn developed the same strength as the 
other markets, opening about 1-2 cent up, but 
at the opening the advance we. out quite 
a number of selling orders. The reason of 
this strength was said to be from reports of 
hot winds in the southwest, principally in 
Kansas, which was said to be very damaging 
to corn. These were private reports and did 
not accord with the weather report furnished 
by the signal service, yet there seems to 
more notice given these farmer reports than 
the signal servies reports. Most of the de- 
mand, we think, must have cofhe from the 
short sellers. The Price Current, in its week- 
ly review, says its advices are generally 
encouraging for corn, the average condition of 
the crop well maintained.
